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Profits But No Profiteering 


ANADA HAS an act/on its statutes, allowing the 
Ce enitvent to strike at profiteering when it shows 
itself in a time of national emergency such as now 
exists. It is well that this should be so. : 

Amongst the Canadian people there will be little 

sympathy for those who would use a time of 
severe trial and sacrifice to make unconscionable or 
undue profits. 

Canadian’citizens and Canadian businessmen will 
endorse a national, policy of returning excessive 
profits resulting from war-time conditions to the 
treastiry of the country for use in national defense. 

But profiteering should not be confused with 
profit-making. If Canada is to be effectual in this 
business the country faces, Canadian industry must 
have the sinews of war-time strength. Nothing 


is to be gained and much will be lost if Canadian in- | 


dustry is not given the wherewithal to produce. 

A normal profit—not to be confused with profit- 
eering—will allow industry to replace its equipment 
as may be required to, make the shifts that new 
inventions, or changing conditions may require, and 
. to pay wages and buy the supplies so vital to 
industrial performance. 

If Canada should allow herself to become con- 
fused in her thinking on this subject and ham- 
string industry at~this time on some radical battle- 
cry in the fight of Socialism against free enterprise, 
and economic democracy, the result will be tragic. 
Canada will make her greatest contribution by her 
productivity. There should be no profiteering in 
industry. But there should be no protests to pro- 
vide industrial strength and to stimulate efficiency. 


Employed Foreigners 


THE formal declaration of War made in 
Ottawa last Sunday, enlistment of Canada’s man- 
power.took on a significant aspect as registration 
offices at central points became crowded with 
volunteers. The call to arms, while nation-wide, 
has already been felt locally, and no doubt will be 
greater.in the course of the next few days.. In many 
instances, men are leaving responsible _ positions, 
with good pay, to serve the country, The ques- 
tion arises: “Who will take their places?” We 
fully believe that the experiences of the last Great 
War will enable our governments to reach a more 
satisfactory solution to the problems confronting 
them at this time, than they did during the war of 
twenty-five years ago. The present situation, 
very little different from that of 1914-18, is point- 
ed out in the Drumheller Mail as follows: 

“War conditions will likely bring a gradual 
rise in the cost of living and subsequently higher 
wages to meet the new level. Last week two for- 
eigners were conversing, and one was heard. say- 
ing to the other: “I hope the Englishmens fight, 
then we get good job at twenty dollar a day.” These 
fellows possibly had memories of such things hap- 
pening in the last war, and it is because of that 
kind of thing that many of the young men in: this 
district do not feel keen about taking up arms. 
Many lessons were taught by the last war, and the 


governments of the country will surely see t0 if! 


that the mistakes made then in Canada will not be 
duplicated.”

NO EDITOR but is frequently met with the re-} 
proach “Why don’t you go after so-and-so in your) § 
paper?” © It may be an organization or an indi-| 
vidual that is up for criticism, and the advice always 


is ‘take a firm stand, no pussy-footing.” 

Well, asa rule, the editor tries to follow up the 
matter brought to his attention, He makes an ef- 
fort to get both sides of the question, After 


prowling and probing, he assembles quite an amount. 


of information pro and con. And as a rule, he 
arrives at the conclusion that neither side is com- 
pletely right, neither side completely wrong. Some- 
thing may have been done that seems questionable 
or unfair, but when the reasons for such actions are 
forthcoming, they. seem to Justify the action. —_It 


would be much easier to take a firm stand on most | 


contentious questions, by refusing to hear anything 
but one angle. Andsit would be easy to make ir- 
reparable mistakes by pursuing this policy. 

Oftentimes when the editor is accused of not tak- 
ing up some allegedly burning question, the real 
fact may be that he has gone to great trouble to 
collect and weigh many different viewpoints, and 
has come to the conclusion that no one side is suf- 
ficiently right to justify his espousal. 

In this connection, a writer contributing to the 
“guest editorial” pages of the Bowmanville States- 
man bursts forth in candid strain. He confesses 
that he seized the opportunity to write a guest ed- 
itorial ,rejoicing in the chance it would give him to 
air his peeves, and “mow down” a few officials a- 
gainst whom he had grievance, _ But soon his eager 
pen halted.
